Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: An RCE may be filed which amends claim 65 to define the structural 
strands as being oriented in substantially the circumferential direction and to define the structural stands as being 
stronger than the flexible strands. The examiner indicated that his first impression was that Greenhaigh and Schmitt 
would no longer be applicable against such a claim in the same way since structural strand 42 of Greenhaigh is 
oriented in the axial direction. Further, reorienting stand 42 substantially 90 degrees so that it extends substantially in 
the circumferential direction would probably destroy its function . 
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
